The enterprise is a 
tribute to a group of farseoiug capital- 
ists. One of them was the late Uos- 
welJ P. Flower, and among hi= T?SO 
dales were U. B. Cable of the Rock 
Island railroad and O. S. Simmons, a 
Wisconsin banker. 


The rondbod is solid, and the rails 


nre heavy. Th» center of the track is 
occupied by a steel frame-indented at 
intervals of an inch or more. 
The 


whole. structure reminds one of that 
ladder which appeared to .Tacob in a 
tlream, for man's angel, the locomo- 
tive, appears to ascend into the very 
heavens and to descend again to tlie 
Mirth. 


In going up the locomotive pushes 


the car and in coining down precedes 
it. Underneath the engine there is a 
cogged wheel which revolves at the 
motion of the piston rod. The cogs fit 
securely into tho. niches in the steel 
frame in the center of the tract. Pow- 
erful brakes hold the car, anil an acci- 
dent is almost impossible. None has 
ever occurred, and no passenger has 
ever been even slightly injured.

In the Indian Territory are looking for- 
ward to tbe marriage of Mary Corn- 
dropper, the oniy daughter of ex-Chief 
Frank Corndropper. with great pleas- 
ure, 
says the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 


crat. According to a custom In vogue 
among the Osages from time imme- 
morial, she will be sold to the highest 
bidder, the compensation being made 
In ponies. 
Chief Corndropper lives 


about 45 miles southwest of Independ- 
ence, Kan., and, owing to his former 
official capacity, is one of the best 
known Indian braves In tho territory. 
Of course he and his wife are full 
bloods, ami as only full bloods can in- 
termarry in this tribe only that class 
of Osages will be allowed to bid on tbe 
girl. 


Mary is an exceptionally good look- 


ing squaw. She is 23 years old, but 
has not much education. She has been 
twice before sold in marriage and be- 
cause of her beauty brought "heaps of 
ponies" both times. Her first husband 
was Tail Chief, who paid 400 ponies. 
John Logau. a prominent member of 
the Osage council, tvas the second hus- 
band, aud he paid 300 ponies. Both 
marriages proved unhappy aad sepa- 
ration followed.

In Its annual statistical number, pub- 


lished the other day, The Bngineering 
and Mining .Journal Bays that the pro- 
Umioary statement of mineral produc- 
tion in the United States in 1899 shows 
that the total production of metals in 
the United States for that year was 
valued at the place of production at 
$413.758,414 as compared with $314,- 
255,620 in 1888. 
Of nonmetailic sub- 


stances the total value of the output 
was $001,872,631 as compared 
with 


$483,001,070 In 1S98. 


Deducting certain unavoidable dupli- 


cations, such as coal used in coke, iron 
ore in pig iron, etc.. the net value of 
the mineral production reached the 
great sum of $591,424,082, showing au 
increp.se of $181,007,332 over 1893. The 
gold production was valued at 572,483.- 
055, and the silver was 61,179,689 
ounces. 


The most important item was coal, 


the total of which In 1839 was no less 
than 244,581,275 tons, the largest quan- 
tity ever mined in a year and putting 
tbe tTntted States for the first time 
ahead of Great Britain as a coal pro- 
ducer. 
The pig iron was 13,G40,4S3 


tons, or 1,875,510 tons greater than In 
1SOS. Copper production amounted to 
592,872,C37 pounds, a gain of 11 per 
cent over the previous year.

Important items were 213,003 tons of
